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Dangerous Facts Point Necessity For

TO THE VOTERS AND TAX-

Security from water shortage, and safety from flood damage is a prime requisite for the happiness, prosperity, 
and growth of Orange county and its thriving cities. 


Ultimate progress can be gained only when every feasible and practical means ha* been taken, within our pow­ 
er to develop dependable water supplies for the future, and to provide protection against flood disasters for our 
homes, our families, our cities, and our farms. 


It is a duty of government to provide every possible protection for lives and property. 
Citizens and taxpayers 
rightly insist that the maximum of protection be provided. 
City and country folk alike, want freedom from the 
double menace of too much water at one time,— with property losses and danger to lives— and too little water at oth­ 
er times— wnth loss of crops and investment values. 


We are your elected public servants. 
We have sought to carry out your will, and perform our duty, by mak­ 
ing every possible investigation, hiring the best engineers, and working out the Rood control and Water Conserva­ 
tion program which is presented for your approval at the election Friday, October 4. 
We are grateful to the many 
private citizens and water users who have voluntarily, and without pay, assisted in harmonizing the many details of 
the program over the past ten years. 


Preparation of this program, at a cost of approximately $300,000, is an official dutv which we have per­ 
formed. 
In addition, w'e have used our best efforts to secure an outright grant of $6,374,000 from the Federal 
government in order to reduce by nearly half, the cost to Orange county taxpayers, and the allotment is expected 
to be approved most any day. 
Unless this grant be made, the October 4 bond issue will not be sold and will cost us 
nothing. 


We have secured the Government’s approval of the plans, we have presented the project for your approval at 
the October 4 election, we have made all facts of the situation available to voters, and the entire program is now 
in YOUR hands, to approve or disapprove. 


It is YOUR safety program, worked out over a ten-year period at a cost of approximately $300,000 of your 
tax money, in order to protect YOUR property investments m Orange county from future losses by floods or 
drought, and to protect YOU and YOUR loved ones from the dangers of a flood such as that of January 1016, when 
four lives were lost and thousands of acres were under water, as nearly ten inches of rain fell in one month. 


As your duly elected representatives, familiar with the present situation and its dangers, we would like to see 
unanimous approval of the October 4 bond issue for the future welfare, safety, and growth of Orange county 
which we all love. 
But it is YOUR program and its fate is in your hands, to approve or disapprove. 
The bond 
money, when voted, is turned over to the U. S. Army Engineers to spend, and values of land to be purchased will 
be fixed by the courts, so that personally, and officially, our duty is completed when we ha\e prepared and sub­ 
mitted the plan and presented the facts to you. 


This water and flood control program is a complicated one; and that is why it has taken 19 years since the 
1916 flood to complete the present plan designed to protect every portion of Orange county from flood damage 
for all time to come, and at the same time conserve an average of 40,000 acre feet of water per year which is now 
wasted. 


The dangerous facts of the situation, which have impelled action, and which affect YOUR interests, include 
the following, which voters should consider thoroughly before going to the polls: 


FACTS WHICH POINT NEED FOR FLOOD PROTECTION. 


1.— Most of the cities and ranches of Orange county are subject to overflow damages, due to the fact that stream 


bed elevations are HIGHER than surrounding cities and ranches. 


2.— The elevation of Anaheim and vicinity is 47 FEET LOWER than the bed of the Santa Ana river 2 1-2 miles 


east of the city limits. 


S.— The old river channel ran westward between Anaheim and Fullerton, emptying into Anaheim Landing, and may 
change its course again during a major flood. 
No home or ranch can feel secure. 


4.— It has been 19 years since the last big flood in 1916, and 32 years prior to that time was the big flood of 1884. 
No one knows when the next flood year will come, how many lives it will take, and how many millions of dol­ 
lars damage it will do. 


5.— Ten inches of rain fell in January, 1916, and another such season may come any year,. The flood losses in­ 
cluded: four lives lost; 50,000 acres of farm land and 1000 acres of city property inundated; 1150 acres 
of flooded area damaged beyond economical reclamation; 7200 acres covered with 1 to 4 feet of river sand, re­ 
ducing its productivity by one-third; soil erosion very severe; 167 miles of channel cut through productive 
lands; 41,350 acres moderately damaged necessitating removal of debris and leveling; damage to agricultural 
lands conservatively estimated at $1,833,500; damage to county highways, $81,500 (3400 feet of pavement 
washed out); nearly all county bridges washed out; 
3 railroad bridges and more than 6 miles of track wash­ 
ed out; Urge losses by other utilities, water companies, etc. 
Due to growth and development since 1916, a rep­ 
etition of that flood might cause public and private damage in excess of $8,000,000. 


FACTS WHICH POINT NEED FOR WATER CONSERVATION. 


1.— The average underground water level In the main Santa Ana basin has dropped 100 feet in the past twelve years, 
and in the fall of 1934 stood generally only about 20 feet above sea level. 


2.— Water level in 100 square miles along coast stands near sea level, and in pumping season often goes below, 
bringing possible danger of salt water intrusion. 
Former artesian wells entirely gone. 


3.— Overdraft on Santa Ana valley underground water basin averages 40,000 acre feet per year, making replen­ 
ishment of this storage of vital importance by saving storm waters now wasted. 


4.— Security of city and rural property values, even at present levels, requires adequate water supplies, and flood 
control dams, with incidental conservation, offer 
no it feasible and economical source of new water. 


Consider these dangerous facts, then go to the polls October 4 and vote your convictions as to the proper 
•ourse to be pursued in YOUR behalf in the future.
